The parade will 
hopefully get underway about 
one o'clock and arrive at the 
Memorial for the ceremonies 
beginning at two.

FILM FAIR 


The Community Education 
Department of Canada College 
in Redwood City is sponsoring 
the First Community College 
Student Film Fair. 

The Film Fair is-an open com- 
petition for any student enrolled 
in grades 13-14 in a public or 
private school. 

Entries may be products of 
class projects or film efforts out- 
side students’ school work. A 
single film-maker may. enter up 
to three films. Entries may be 
8mm/Super 8 or 16mm (silent/ 
sound) and in color or black and 
white. 

The running time of film en- 
tries is immaterial. Any type of 
sound track may accompany a 
film (including %4-inch tape) as 
long as. projection-playback in- 
structions and/or synchronization 
marks clearly indicate how the 
film and track should be handled 
by Fair technicians. 

Sound track separate from 
films. They must be playable 
on standard audio equipment 
and at standard speed of 7% IPS.

‘ULTIMATELY THE PUBLIC MUST DECIDE 


“The panel tried to bring out 
the fact that general pollution 
is a problem for all of us,” said 
Dr. Edgar Yarberry about Mon- 
day night’s discussion on “Man 
and the Sea. 

“I think our discussion did 
prove that fact. But more im- 
portant—we showed that the es- 


sential solutions have been 
found.” 
Dr. Yarberry, Hartnell’s. in- 


structor of marine biology, mod- 
erated the four-man panel in- 


vestigation before an interested, 
participating audience. 

Other conclusions of 
panel: 

In most cases, where the solu- 
tion to a pollution problem is 
known, that solution will cost 
money. It’s important that’ we 
recognize we must shell out 
money to take care of our prob- 
lems. 

Up to this point, the public 
has been unwilling to pay the 
price of correcting the pollution 


the 


around us. Industry, for the 
most part, has resisted such ac- 
tion because such solutions will 
cause higher prices—which the 
public will eventually be forced 
to pay. 


Industry will be responsive to 
the pressure of political pro- 
cesses, which it always must be. 

Ultimately the public must de- 
cide that these actions shal] be™ 
taken. This decision ‘should 


come very soon. 
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Several people were turned 
away from the showing of “A 
Man for All Seasons” last week 
because they did not have their 
own ASB Card or at least the 
number on the card did not cor- 
respond to the number on the 
IBM control sheet. This is a 
good policy (checking of num- 
bers and names) and should be 
continued.

Panther basketeers put the 
icing on the cake and lit the 
candle Saturday night as they 
defeated the Cabrillo Seahawks 
by a score of 100 to 91. 

Our school’s first basketball 
championship in its history was 
clinched with the victory — a 
hard-fought tilt that was con- 
trolled by Hartnell most of the 
way.
